PARDON OF A LIFE CONVICT. 


A Man Who Committed Marder while 
Drank Released by Gov. Hendricks. 


The Indianapolis Journal of Saturday 
says: ““A few days before hie vacation 
of the executive chair of state, Gov. 
Hendricks pardoned Leander B. Me- 
Kinney, the once noted desperado who 
was sent to the state prison South 20 
years ago for the heinous crime of 
wholesale murder. For years ‘Buck’ 
has been a privileged character about 
the prison, and during the greater part 
of that time has been a ‘trusty’—that is 
a person who has the freedom of the 
prison premises inside and outside the 
walis. He is about 50 years old, and, 
it is understood, will make his home in 
Fayette or Henry county, where he 
passed the early part of his life.” 

The Jeffersonville News adds the 
following particulars: “Never in the 
history of the Southern prison has 
th: re been a convict who had so many 
influential friends to intercede in his 
behalf. The efforts to obtain the bene- 
tit of executive clemency for ‘Buck’.— 
so called tamiliarly—go back to the 
beginning of the late war. The first 
move was made by Gen. Rosseau, now 
deceased: Buck had served with the 
general in the Mexican war, and when 
Gen, u was assigned to his com— 
mand in camp Joe Holt he met his old 
comrade in arms. He knew he was a 
gocd man, with one exception, and he 
commenced a move for McKinney’s 

rdon. Since that time the friends of 

cKinney have been untiring in their 


weary confinement. Buck was a gene- 
ral favorite, and has been called upon 
at the prison by governors, senators, 
congressmen, ami other public men, 
who deemed it no degradation to take 
him warmly by thehand. Gov. Wil- 
lard, previous to his Visit to Wisconsin, 
where he died, had signified his inten- 
tion of pardoning-McKinney, but never 
had a chance of redeeming his prom- 
ise. Lieut. Guv. Hammond, who suc- 
ceeded Willard, made a similar prom- 
ise, but we presume he yielded to the 
strong pressure which always came up 
from Dohtes tite, protesting against the 
pardon. Gen. Roussea:.’s move would 
have succeeded but for a Columbus 
man accidentally hearing of it at the 
depot in this city. He hastened to that 
place, and upon giving the information 
the fire-bells were rung, calling a public 
meeting, which sent up strong resolu- 
tiuns denouncing the project to free 
McKinney. Gov. Moiton was consid- 
ering the paydon in a very reasonable 
light, but th} public indignation put an 
end to it, ang sealed McKinn#y’s fate 
for a term years longer. His case 
was laid before Gov. Baker, but, despite 
all McKinney’s influential friends, the 
protest of Bartholomew county again 
defeated it. Ever since Gov. Hen- 
dricks’ inauguration McKinney’s 
friends have renewed their exertions, 
but they have had the same obstacles 
to contend with all along until this 
fall. They seemed to feel the necessity 
of success this yeai, and felt it was nuw 
or never. They were fortunate in 
securing the withdrawal of the oppo- 
sition of ali but two persons, but still 
Gov. Hendricks hesitated, and on 
Tuesday week laid away the paper, 
determined to refuse the pardon. Time 
ran on until the last day of Hendrick’s 
term during which WecKinney was 
in the most intense suspense, neither 
resting by day nor sleeping at night. 
McKinney abandoned all hope Satur- 
day night. On Monday morning Col. 
Keigwin went to Gov. Hendricks’ 
office and said to him: ‘Governor, I 
think about the last official act you do 
ought to be to pardon Buck McKin- 
ney.’ The governor looked up without 
a twinkle in his eye, and said, “That 
can never be.’ ‘That is mighty hard,’ 
safd Ool. Keigwin. ‘Buck McKinney 
can never be pardoned out of that 
penitentiary.’ ‘I’m mighty sorry,” 
said the disappointed colonel. At this 
Gov. Hendricks thought he had tor- 
tured Keigwin sufficiently, and he 
added: ‘It can’t be done, because it’s 
already done, and there is the docu- 
ment; I have just signed it.’ Thus 
ended perhaps the most famous strug- 
gle ever exerted for executive clem- 
ency. It extended through the terms | 
of four different governors, and 
included in its adherents a larger list 
of friends than any convict every pre- 
interested in his behalf

But the cyclone was but a 
pleasant breeze compared with the dis- 
astrous storm-wave which has devas- 
tated the Delta of the Ganges. At first 
the Ganges calamity appeared dreadful 
enough when it was reported that 5,000 
lives ad been lost; but now that care- 
ful inquiries in the scourged districts 
have shown that vonsiderable more 
than 200,000 persons have perished, the 
catastropne stands out as one of the 
MOST APPALLING 
that has ever occurred. The plague of 
London, the destruction of Lisbon by 
an earthquake, the great fire in Chica- 
go, and the death by fire and suffoca- 
tion of 2,000 worshippers in Santiago 
cathedral, are a few—a very few—of 
the calamities with which in compara- 
tively recent years the fates have 
chosen to scourge poor, helpless hu- 
manity ; but when the details of this 
last cyclone in Bengal become known 
to the world it will be found to be as 
full of horrors as any morbid imagina- 
tion could wish to contemplate. Stories 
of the most dreadful kind about 
the storm have been finding their 
way to the Calcutta papers, oak many 
cf them it was difficult to believe; 
but now that we know that a quar- 
ter of a million people have been sud- 
henly swept into eterniy, there need 
be little difficulty experienced in ac- 
cepting descriptions of the more horri- 
ble phases of the catastrophe. In a 
calamity of such vast magnitude the 
most dreadful and unnatural events 
must have taken place. Wild beasts 
may well Rave laid down terror-stricken 
beside harmless brutes; houses could 
easily have been swept down, with 
their inm ites, before the flood; ships 
may well have been swept many miles 
inland, and thousands of boats dashed 
to pieces against each other; desperate 
people may weil have béen swept out 
of the trees to which they had fled for 
calety; and it is conceivable enough 
that many a tree in the Ganges Delta 
bore a strange collection of life—rep- 
tiles, wild animals, and human beings 
—when the

aiong on their career of destruction. If 
all the details of events connected with 
the loss of this qparter of a million of 
people were mad¢ known, imaginative 
writers would have no occasion to ex- 
ercise their brains in the creation of 
norrors, for they would probably find 
every example of the terrible and the 
dreadful ready to hand in the annals of 
the Bengal cyclone of 1876. It must 
not be supposed that the evil eflects of 
the storm ceased with the subsidence 
of the tidal wave. On the contrary, 
there is reason to fear that the flood 
will be followed by an epidemic out- 
break of disease among the survivors 
in the Delta; for the flooded lands are 
now reeking noxious gases under the 
heat of the sun and thousands of un 
buried carcasses, of human beings and 
aninials, are filling the air with a terri- 
ble stench. Cholera has already ap- 
peared in Backergunge, and itis de- 
voutly to be hoped that the outbreak 
will not form the nucleus of a great 
Indian epidemic. We have already 
uppealed to the Bengal people to come 
forward with assistance to Bombay to 
battle successfully with the famine that 
is raging in the Deccan; but we per- 
ceive now that Bengal wiil have enough 
to do at home with its charity, for the 
relief which the ruined people in the 
Ganges Delta will require must be very 
considerable indeed. To add to the 
misery of the situation, disease, distress 
and opportunity have produced

who are looting wherever they can do 
so. A Bengal newspaper actually 
mentions the horrible fact that corpses 
are being found with their hands and 
feet cui off, and gashes in their necks

The task before the lieutenant gov- 
ernor and his officers, of having to alle- 
viate the safferings of the survivors in 
the flood-swept districts, and of taking 
such sanitary measures as will kee 
down disease, is one full of anxiety, not 
only because of its magnitude, but also 
because of the difficulty that. exists in 
communicating with the afflicted parts 
of the delta in consequence of te 
wholesale destruction by the floods of 
roads, bridges, and boats. ‘ihe difli- 
culty in moving about will, unless the 
greatest energy is shown by the Bengal 
executiye, prove an invaluable ally to 
the production of epidemic diseases. 
There must be dead bodies lying rot- 
ting in the sun all over the immense 
tract of country that has been sub- 
merged, and well may Sir Richard 
Temple say that sickness and pestilence 
are now the calamities which are to be 
feared. While steaming up a creek to- 
ward Dowiutkham, a town which had 
been swept right away, together 
with 2,000 of its 8,000 inhabitants, he 
found the banks strewn with human 
bodies, floated up and down by the tide. 
“Some tanks and swampsindeed are 
full of human cor and dead cattle 
and all manner of fetid matter, and 
cannot be approached ;” moreover 
many of the drinking wells were found 
t» be choked with bodies. We shall look 
with an anxiety to the health reports 
from the Ganges Delta. At present it 
seems to us that nothing short of a mar- 
vel will save that unfortunate district 
from being visited with a pestilence 
scarcely leas formidable than the swift 
and terrible storm-wave. Sir Richard 
Temple’s instructions to his officers are 
nseful as well as obvius enough to an 
man who knows his duty; but we wi 
he had said something in them about 
the abselute necessity there is for every 
officer to make it his primary task to 
get dacaying bodies put under the 
ground wherever they can be found.

_@HE STATE pay OF: ineanre and 
THE YELLOW FEV FEVER EPIDEMIC. 


Almost the first t important action in 
_ the direct line of its duty of the state 
board of health has, demonstrated its 
remarkable efficiency, and completely 
justified the energy with which ite 
friends have def it against the un- 
gracious. and we attacks of 
those who seem to have no just con- 
‘eeption of the public necessity which 
demands the establishment and thor: 
ough organization of a sanitaty bureau. 
For several weeks past, the members of 
the board have been earnestly and .Ja- 
boriously engaged ‘in the in vestigation 
of the causes. that brought about 
the recent terrible * yellow fever 
scourge on the seacoast of Georgia. It 
must be obvious, from the very nature 
of things, that in the course of such an 
investigation serious obstacles and em- 
barrassments should present them- 
selves ; but ih spite of these, the mem- 
bers of the board prosecuted their 
labors patiently and persistently— gath- 
ering crude theories and disconnected 
details and subjecting them to scien- 
tific analysis—taking testimony and 
sifting evidence — until at last the result 
of their investigations is embodied in 
a report signed respectively by Dr. ‘ef 
Logan, of- this city, and Professor 
George Little. 

We have no hesitation in say- 
ing that this report, which is 
in every respect elaborate, is one of 
the most important contributions to 
the literature of sanitary science that 
has been made for many years. It is 
true that medical men have printed 
their indiyidual experiences and theo- 
ries in regard to the development of 
yellow fever inits epidemic form, but 
never before, as far as. we are aware, 
has there been an -investigation so 
thoroughly organized, so carefully 
equipped, and com posed of material so 
entirely competent as that which 
has just completed its labors on our 
coast. 

The report of Dr. Logan and Profes- 
sor Little, to whom were assigned the 
duty of collating, classifying and. com- 

nenting upon the facts gathered 
by the state board of health, is an ex- 
ceedingly able documert, not only in 
respect to its literary style, but in res- 
pect to the elaborate and exhaustive 
summary which it gives of the labor: 
of the board. The topography of 
Savannah, Brunswick, Macon and Au- 
gusta is treated of in the order named, 

that of Savannah receiving especial 
uttention. ‘the objectionable sanitary 
condition of Savannah prior to the 
breaking out of the epidemic last year 
and the disgusting condition of Bilbo’s 
canal are dwelt dpon with deserved anc 
peculiar emphasis. The lack of proper 
drainage, the improper disposition of 
night soil, the method of supplying the 
city with water from the-river, and the 
manner in which the offal of the city 
is disposed of, are all condemned as ex- 
ceedingly dangerous to the public 
health. The criticisms of the board 
ure based on evidence furnished by. 
officials of the,city, and from, personal 
observation. 

The facts developed by the werd all 
go to show that that in June, July, 
August and, September, the factors of 
malarial diseasé, both telluric and me- 
teorological, were extraordinarily active 

_in_Savannah, developing finally into a 
malarial epidemic that would have 
been startling indeed had it not been 
overshadowed by the yellow fever 
scourge, and it is to be feared that un- 
less great exertions are made to im- 
prove the sanitary condition. of the 
city, an epidemic of malarial disease 
will be likely to oceur during the com- 
ing summer, This portion of the report 
is exceedingly interesting and valuable. 
There seems to be no doubt upon 
the minds of the authors of the report, 
though they make no bold assertion in 
regard to the matter, that the germs of 
the plague that appeared in Savannah, 
Brunswick and'at Doboy were import- 
ed from the West Indies. All the evi- 
dence t2ken points in this direction,

In concluding, the report sums up 
in a masterly manner the evidence 
bearing upon the subject, and com- 
meats somewhat severely upon the 
wisdom and fidelity of both state and 
local authorities in not establishing a 
rigid quarantine upon the sea coast 
and a thorough system of internal san- 
itary regulations. The draining ot the 
lowlands around Savannah and radical 
changes in the system of water 
supply and sewage are recom- 
mended as absolutely indispensa- 
ble, and the report adds that, with a 
proper regard for the laws of health, 
as demonstrated by sanitary science in 
connection with an enlightened system 
of internal and external hygiene, the 
people of our seacoast cities need never 
hereafter have occasion to fear a repe- 
tition of the terrible scourge which 
planted its dread banners among them 
last summer. 

lf the state board of health had ac 
complished nothing else since its estab- 
lishment, the gathering of the evidence 
upon which this report is based, and 
the report {tself, would be a sufficient 
answer to the clamors of so-called 
economists who, upon every occasion, 
in season and out of season, have en- 
deavored to break itdown. The report, 
we are glad to say, will be printed and 
laid before the legislature through the 
governor; and, in view of this fact, we 
may as well remark that the investiga- 
tion has cost the state nothing. The 
members of the board, men of enlarged 
views, and philanthropists in a truer 
sense than the word philanthropy is 
generally used, defrayed their own 
expenses and gave their valuable 
time, without remuneration, to what 
was to them a labor of love. 
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THE KLKHVUTORAL VOTES. 


The concurrent committee reported 
the 5-5-5 plan, which had been bruited 
several days. Five republicans from 
the senate, five democrats from the 
house (subject, of course, to a different 
understanding between the leaders as 
to the apportionment of the five mem- 
from each house) with five judges of 
the supreme court, are to constitute a 
commission to ascertain the results in 
the states that haye lodged dual certifi- 
cates in the bands ot the president of 
the senate. It was at first proposed to 
secure an uneven'‘number of commis- 
sioners through chance, but this objec- 
tionable feature was dropped, and in its 
stead four judges are named who 
are themselves to select the 
fiith judicial ‘member of the 
‘commission. Two democrats — 
Justices Clifford and Field—and two 
republicans, Justices Miller and Strong 
-—are to select from the other four as- 
sociate justices of the august court a 
man who will practically be empewer- 
ed to namethe next president. That 
our readers may see from whom the 
umpire to decide this momentous strug- 
gle, must be selected, we give a list of 
the associate judges with the dates of 
their appointments: 


Justice Nathan Clifferd, of Maine, appointed

THE LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY. 

The two houses of the general assem- 
bly still pursue the path of retrench- 
mentandeconomy. Nothing that does 
not end in lopping off is tolerated for a 
moment, 

Mr. Turnbull, of Banks, made a 
brilliant and telling speech on yester- 
day on this subject, provoking an in- 
teresting debate, in which Messrs. Carl- 
ton, Moses, Stew. rtand Kennon par- 
ticipated with vigor. The especial 
subject under consideration was the 
reduction of the clerical force in the 
governors office to three persons, 
instead of six, as is now allowed. 

Mr. Turnbuil also introduced bills 
abolishing the three bureaus—the geo- 
logical, agricultural and medical. He 
announces a determination to push 
these bills to a recorded vote, and pass 
them if possible. 

It is not remarkable, in view 
of the mania for _ retrench- 
ment, that no bill has yet been 
introduced looking to the granting of a 
subsidy to the English steamship com- 
pany that proposes to establish direct 
trade between Georgia and urope. 
The first mention of this proposjtion 
provoked universally iavorable com- 
ment, and it will doubtless pass when 
itcomes up—and it is said that it is 
now being prepared, and will be offered 
ut a fitting time. 

It is pleasant to note that there is 
some definite talk now of an early ad- 
journment of the legislature. It is 
quite possible that an adjournment 
may be reached by the 5th or 6th of 
February. When it is considered that 
the cost of holding a session is not less 
than $2,500 per day; indeed it is 
doubtful if an instant stoppage of all 
talk about retrenchment and a prompt 
adjournment would not save the state 
more than.if the economic measures 
were consummated. —

It 
must be obyious, from the tend a 
of things, tn the course of such ap 
ole teins obstacles and em- 
barrassments should present them- 
selves ; but im spite of these, the mem- 
bers of the board prosecuted their 
labors patiently and persistently— gath- 
ering crude theories and disconnected 
details and subjecting them to scien- 
tific analysis—taking testimony and 
sifting evidence — until at last the result 
of their investigations is embodied in 
a report signed respectively by Dr. a. a 
Logan, of» this city, and Professor 
George Little. © 

We have no hesitation 
ing that this report, which 
in every respect elaborate, is one of 
the most important contributions to 
the literature of sanitary science that 
has been made for many years. It is 
true that medical men have printed 
their individual experiences and theo- 
ries in regard to the development of 
yellow fever inits epidemic form, but 
never before, as faras. we are aware, 
has there been an -investigation & 
thoroughly organized, so © carefully 
equipped, and com posed of material so 
entirely competent as that which 
has just completed its labors on our 
coast. 

The report of Dr. Logan and Profes- 
sor Little, to whom were assigned the 
duty of collating, classifying and com- 
menting upon the facts gathered 
by the state board of health, is an ex- 
ceedingly able documiert, not only in. 
Tespect to its literary style, but in res- 
pect to the elaborate and exhaustive 

summary which it gives of the labore 
of the board.. The topography of 
Savannah, Brunswick, Macon and Au- 
gusta is treated of in the order named, 
that of Savannah receiving especial 
uttention. ‘The objectionable sanitary 
condition of Savannah prior to the 
breaking out of the epidemic last year 
and the disgusting condition of Bilbo’s 
canal are dwelt pon with deserved and 
peculiar @mphasis. The lack of proper 
drainage, the improper disposition of 
night soil, the method of supplying the |. 
city with water from the-river, and the 
manner in which the offal of the city 
is disposed of, are all condemned as ex- 
ceedingly dangerous to the public 
health. The criticisms of the board 
ure based on évidence furnished by, 
officials of the.city, and from,. anda’ 
observation. 

The facts developed by the pened all 
go to show that that in June, July, 
August, and, September, the factors of 
malarial disease, both telluric and me- 
teorological, were extraordinarily active 

, developing finally into a 
malarial epidemic that would have 
been startling indeed had it not been 
overshadowed by the yellow fever 
scourge, and 1t is to be feared that un- 
less great exertions are made to im- 
vrove the sanitary. condition.. of the 
city, an epidemic of malarial disease 
will be likely to oceur during the com- 
ing summer, This portion of the report 
is exceedingly interesting and valuable. 

There seems ‘to be no doubt upon 
the minds of the authors of the report, 
though they make no bold assertion in 
regard to, the matter, that the germs of 
the plague that'appeared in ‘Savannah, 
Brunswick and'at Doboy were import- 
ed from the West Indies. All the evi- 
dence takem points in this direction, 
The first “case of recognized yellow 
fever in Savannah (July 28) was that 
of..a seaman on board a schooner 

ae was iying at. the wharf of the 
Atlantic and Gult-railroad,in close prox- 
imity to ‘two ‘Spanish’ vessels ‘that 
had discharged their _ ballast, 
and were loading - with lum- 
ber. The next’case was that of a boy | 
who had been near the vessels, and 
who had searchied in the tischarged 
pallast for shells. He was, taken il}. at 
his parents’ hopse on Wright street, 
and the bjeck in. which this house was 
situated ‘became, the nucleus of, the 
epidemic that afterwards so . fearfully 
decimated the "beautifal city.’

In concluding, the report sums up 
in a masterly manner the evidence 
bearing upon the subject, and com> 
ments somewhat severely upon the 

dam and fidelity of both state and 
local authorities in not establishing a 
rigid quarantine upon the sea coast 
and a thorough system of internal san- 
itary regulations. The draining ot the 
lowlands around Savannah and radical 
changes in the system of water 
supply and sewage are recom- 
mended as absolutely indispensa- 
ble, and the report adds that, with a 
proper regard for the laws of health, 
as demonstrated by sanitary science in 
connection with an enlightened system 
of internal and external hygiene, the 
people of our seacoast cities need never 
hereafter have occasion to fear a repe- 
tition of the terrible scourge which 
planted ites dread banners among them 
last summer... 

If the state board of health had ac- 
complished nothing else since its estab- 
lishment, the gathering of the evidence 
upon which this report is based, and 
the report ftself, would be a sufficient 
answer to the clamors of so-called 
economists who, upon every occasion, 
in season and out of season, have en- 
deavored to break itdown. The report, 
we are glad to say, will be pointed and 
laid before the legislature through the 
governor; and, in view of this fact, we 
may as well remark that the investiga- 
tion has cost the state nothing. The 
members of the board, men of enlarged 
views, and philanthropists in a truer 
sense than the word philanthropy is 
generally used, defrayed their own 
expenses and gave their valuable 
tine, without remuneration, to what 
was to them a labor of love.

THE ELKUTORAL VOTES. 


The concurrent committee reported 
the 5-5-5 plan, which had been bruited 
several days. Five republicans from 
the senate, five democrats from the 
house (subject, of course, to a different 
understanding between the leaders as 
to the apportionment of the five mem- 
from each house) with five judges of 
the supreme court, are'to constitute a 
commiesion to ascertain the results in 
the states that haye lodged dual certifi- 
cates in the hands ot the president of 
the senate. It was at first proposed to 
secure an uneven‘number of commis- 
sioners through chance, but this objec- 
tionable featuré was dropped, and in its 
stead four judges are named who 
are themselves to select the 
fifth ' judicial member of the 
‘commission. Two democrats — 
Justices Clifford and Field—and two 
republicans, Justices Miller and Strong 
are to select from the other four as- 
sociate justices of the august court a 
man who will practically be empewer- 
ed te mamethe next president. That 
our readers may see from whom the 
um pire'to decide this momentous strug- 
gle, must beselected, we give a list of 
the associate judges with the dates of 
their appointments: .

THE LEGISLATIVE SUMMARY. 

The two houses of the genera! assem- 
bly stall pursue the path of retrench- 
mentandeconomy. Nothing that does 
not end in lopping off is tolerated for a 
moment, 

Mr. Turnbull, of Banks, made a 
brilliant and telling speech on yester- 
day on this subject, provoking an in- 
teresting debate, in which Messrs. Carl- 
ton, Moses, Stew. rt and Kennon par- 
ticipated with vigor. The especial 
subject under consideration was the | 
reduction of the clerical force in the 
governor's office to three persons, 
instead of six, as is now allowed. 

Mr. Turnbuil also introduced biils 
abolishing the three bureaus—the geo- 
logical, agricultural and medical. He 
announces a determination to push 
these bills to a recorded vote, and pass 
them if possible. 

It is not . remarkable, in view 
of the mania for  retrench- 
ment, ‘that no bill has yet been 
introduced looking to the granting of a 
subsidy to the English steamship com- 
pany that proposes to establish direct 
trade between Georgia and Hurope. 
The first mention of this proposition 
provoked universally iavorable com- 
ment, and it will doubtless. pass when 
itcomes up—and it is said that it is 
now being prepared, and will be offered 
at a fitting time. 

It is pleasant to note that there is 
some definite talk now of an early ad- 
journment of the legislature. It is 
quite possible that an adjournment 
may be reached by the 5th or 6th of 
February. When it is considered that 
the cost of hoiding.a session is not less 
than $2,500 per day; indeed it is 
doubtful if an instant stoppage of all 
talk about retrenchment and a prompt 
adjournment would not save the state 
more than.if the economic measures 
were consummated. 


GOV. COLQUITT’S. APPOINTMENT®. 


A number of foolish rumors having 
been started tue rounds of the press 
concerning the delay in certain execu- 
tive appointments, we deem it proper 
to state that the sole reason of such de- 
lay has been that a resolution had 
passed the house requesting the gov- 
ernor to withhold his appointments 
until some scheme of retrenchment 
might be agreed upon. 

Deferring to this resolution, the gov- 
ernor postponed his appointments. On 
yesterday, the senate killed the house 
resolution referred to, and the govern- 
or at once started a batch of appoint- 
ments to the senate; but that body had 
adjourned. We suppose the appoint- 
ments will go up this morning,and that 
hereafter the appointments will move 
| in regularly from day to day.

Sbrough your columns, that the attention of 

renteay fathers be called to the fact that the nat- 

or forest growtli in the Oakland cemetery is 

out growing and unduly spreading iis branches 
over the shrubbery beneath. 

Ihave been familar with the growth and 
prosperity of the Gate City, from its foundation 
to the present time, and | pow desire to see the 
forest growth that was wisely left in the ceme- 
tery properly hedged in, so that in the future 
the growth overhead will show the hand of 
culture and taste as well as shrubbery under- 
meath. 

Let all the forest growth ‘in the cemetery be 
Heatly and well trimmed up unitormly, sey 12 
to 16 feet high, then topped at a proper heixht, 
aud al] the limbs hedged in or chopped off to 
three or four feet in length, »ud whitewash the 
bodies up to the limbs with lime. 

The laps and limbs will yield an immense 
amount of brush, which can be carted out at 
‘the south gate and burnt asit is bauled. The 
fire wood taken from the laps and limbs can be 
given to the poor or sold to paythe expenses of 
hedging in the grove. 

As there are some pine sapliugs in the ceme- 
tery which are almost an exception to tue rule 
of hedging in, they Scan be retained in, their 
places by chopping the limbs off tour feet in 
length one year before topping They are so 
tender that if hedged in close and topped at the 
game time, they will invariably die. 

A good hand, with a No. 3 hand ax, & coarse 
band saw and a light ladder, wii! hedge in from 
fifty to one hundred trees per day, provided he 
has suitable help, with hook aud fork pikes, to 
ease down the leps aud limbs to the ground, so 
that the crash of falling iops hen not destroy 
the shrubbery. 

I will add that where young tin lee is properly 
trimmed, topped and hedged in that the tops 
will all grow up uniformly in the shape of an 
inverted top, All trees of the forest, with few 
exceptions, under a foot in diameter, will bear 
topping and hecging in at the same time, but 
old timber should be topped at least two years 
before hedging in. S.

ReEPorTER—But you are acquainted with its 
general mode of operation, and know the ar- 
guments used by its friends in its favor? 

Dr. Wiison—Ob, yes sir. Isuppose so. The 
present opposition to the lottery and its recent 
manifestations are the result of the animosity 
of a few men, some of whom are consck ntiously 
opposed to it, white others are trniy “hard 
cages,"’ and would turn thei-tune another way 
if they had ‘a finger in the pie.”” The great 
mass of the le care nothing about the lot- 
tery—whether it is stopped or goes oun forever. 
This is the clamor of a few. 

REPORTER—Do you know why the iottery did 
not Cease operations ov the 2¢th of December 
last as was provided in an act passed by the last 
}¢sisiature ? 

Da. Witson—Yea, sir. That act in no way 
aifeoted the rights of the lottery. it was char- 
tered legally and the charter hasa good life of 
ten years yet before it. A simple act of the leg- 
islature does notafiect its validity. The very 
best legal couneel in the country has expressed 
the opinion that the 

CHARTER IS YET GOOD, 
and that the lottery holdsa vested right which 
siinple legigsiative action cannot disturb.

There 
are no lawless characters connected with its 
management.

KEPORTER -It seoms evident that the courts 
must haye the final settlement of this matter. 

Dra. W—Yes. It is now bound to go into the 
courte. The friends of the lottery ure now 
ready. ‘They have not acted rashly or withou 
precaution, The courts must take up the 
whole qaestion and determine whether or not 
the charter is sill valid. If they should decide 
in the negative, the operations of the lottery will 
cease atonce; but until snch a decision it is 
very apt to go on as usual. Its friends contend 
for nothing but thelr absolute Icgal righis. 

REPORTER—Doctor, what do you think of the 
morality of the lottery 7? 

Dr. W.—It is really uothing more than a 
commission bneiness. It is no swindling 
machine iike the clap-trap affairs in 
New York . and other large cities. 
SometimesitSloses money successively for a 
mouth or two, butin the long run it makes a 
certain per cent which can be ca culated before 
hand, Large sums of money go through the 
lottery, and about twenty per cent is what is 
gained by the operation. It is no more immoral 
than any other commission equally as large. 
ihe lottery has its enemies who say all sorts of 
hard things aboutit Every man of character 
isin the same condition. Corporations like 
men havestheir enemies and friends. Some 
of the best men in Georgia 

WARMLY APPROVE THE LOTTERY 
aud it has hosts of friends who consider it a no- 
b e and charitable insutution. 

REPORTER — Do you thiuk it injures the work- 
ing Classes? 

. Dr. W~—Notatall. Of course there are men 
who have beew extravagantabout it. Men can 
make harm of the simplest and most innocent 
thing There hasbeen a great deal of bun- 
combe written and talked on this matter. This 
pathetic etory of a Troup county man,a former 
member of the legislature, spending a fortune 
on it is bosh. 

That old fellow never had much money, and 
what he hed, he put into an vid rocky lot on 
the edge of the city. He hangs around the lot- 
tery a good decal, but he spends no great sums on 
it. 

REPORTER— Do you think the lottery has done 
more good than harm ? 

Dr, W.—Undoubtedly. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of orphan childrn have been taken from 
destitution, clothed, cared for and educated for 
future usefulness. Asa caoaritabie institution, 
the state has not known its superior. There are 
nearly always almost two hundred children in 
the school. No restrictions as to admission are 
mide. Destitute orphan children, whether the 
children of aead soldiers or maaous or not, are 
taken, used kindly, cared for. Yes, sir, untold 
good has been done, and many of the enemies 
of the lottery look only to its bad features. A 
whole view of the ease will justify it thoroughly, 
and convince a candid mind of its usefulness 

Here we left the Doctor, with thauks for his 
kindness in talkirg so frankly on the subject. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

We next called upon Judge Robert Hester of 
E!berton, an ex-senator from that district, who 
is now on a visit to the city. Judge Hester is 
well known as the author of the bill passed by 
the last legislature, abolishing the lottery for- 
ever after the 20th of December last. We found a 
well preseyed old gentleman of apparently 65 
years of age, with a keen eye that shot its gaze 
like an arrow, and a mouth with an expression 
of vise-like firmness aboutit. In spite of gray 
hairs there is about him that spirit of activity 
which indicates the presence of much unspent 
euergy and an abundance of animal, as well as 
mental vigor. 

RErorTeR—Judge; I would like to get some in- 
formation as to your present position towards 
the state lottery. 

Juper H:—Sit down, sit, and I will talk to 
you about it. Do you know the original powers 
of the lottery? 

ReraRTeER—No sir. I would like to hear a 
full statement of the case. 

Jupek H—You will find by reference to the 


| acts of 1866 that the bill creating it was then

The caption of the bill specified that it was 
intended to so far alter the laws against lotteries 
as to charter a scheme to raise money to build 
homes fur and to support indigent widows and 

This was the mainobject. Education 
“was only incide..tally mentioned and was entire- 
ly subsidiary. The bill passed, and {wo or 
three years after the lottery began its operations 
with its main office in this city. Soon after its 
inauguration the managers purchased a school 
house in this city and opened a free school, 
which I believe has always been well conducted. 
But with this single exception, they never pur- 
chased any lands never have they built any, 
homes or made any arr: ngements for the sup- 
port of indigent widows and orphans They 
passed by the main object which they «sked 
leave te accomplish, and devoted themselves to 
a minor matter altogether. By so doing they 
inv. lideted their rights to proceed with the 
scheme as they had failed to come up to its pro- 
visions. 

REPoRTER—Do you consider the act of the 
last legislature as valid to stop further opera- 
tions of the lottery?
